THE GAP.B OF MOURNING. 


The woman's congress which has just 


closed ita session iu Chicago, discussed 
the question oC woneu wearing the garb 
of mourning for the death ot their hus- 
bands. The sentiment of tho congress 
soemedto bo against tho fashion of a 
woman draping herself iu black under 
these circumstances. There were some 
interesting papers read ou tho subject, 
and one by Mrs.-Dr. Smith, of Chicago! 
was carefully prepared, r.ud qmlo to tho 
point. 


Mrs. Smith gave five reasons why the 


mourmng garb should bo discarded, and 
•were as follows: 1. The reflex influence 
upon the wearer oC sober clothing is bad> 
keeping the attention unduly fixed upon 
the sorrow. 2. The influence of black is 
depressing upon those about us, espe- 
cially children, whoso morning of life 
should be filled with sunshine. 8. Cus- 
tom makes cowards of us all, compelling 
many persons to incur an expense for 
mourning attire that they cannot afl'ord, 
especially poor widows deprived by death 
of their only means of support, 4. Much 
of, the mourning is worn at the dictate of 
fashion and is flaunting hypocraoy, and 
thus serves a demoraliziug'purpose. 5. It 
is like a second burial to take off tho 
monrmng garb. 


THE NEW TIME. 


Tho chief points connected with the 


new standard time by the railways ot the 
country, are (1) that its introduction will 
result in the practical disuse of local time; 
and (2) that the greatest divergence ot 
railway time from the local or true time- 
will be about thirty minutes at points 
nearly equi-distant from the seventy-fifth 
and ninetieth meridians, and this differ- 
ence is not imiiortant enough.to cause a 
peperato8tandardto.be kept for. other 
than railway purposes. 
Places nearest 


either meridian may well conform in their 
staticard time <o that meridian, so that 
tho vexation of ascertaining local time at 
different places re ay soon be obviated. A 
man can then travel all over the country 
without having occasion to change hia 
w u t f h ; L o hus only to remember that 
1:0011 in the taut means 21 o'clock west of 
Columbus, 30 o'clock iu the Denver dis- 
trict, iiiul 9 o'clock on the Pacific slope. 
The meridian for this—the "central,"— 
rt-gioii is about New Orleans, which is 
nine minutes slower than Chicago. Peo- 
pie who- have hitherto kept Chicago 
lime,—as is quite general in Wisconsin' 
east of Eau Claire,—will, upon the change 
being introduced, have to drop nine min- 
utes being introduced, hflvo to drop nine 
minutes behind and adopt the new stand- 
ard. 


Tho State1 Journal says that true time 


at Madison is seven minutes behind Chi- 
cago, but is tvro minutes ahead oC the 
proposed] central time; and that Profes- 
sor Holdenj director of Washburn obser- 
vatory, lias thus far received 110 orders 
in regard to the new time, but when the 
system comos to bo adopted will doubt- 
less furbish "central" time to tho rail- 
roads, by telegraph, tug same us he how 
furnishes Chicaso time. 


A SERIOUS QUESTION. 


One of the most difficult problems can

There is not a public man of-any intel- 


ligence and prominence but'that will ad- 
mit that the continual'coinage.of tho sil- 
ver dollar is, under 'the circumstances, a 
miserable piece of policy. But how can 
the foolishness be.stopped?- Nest year 
comes the presidential election and each 
party wants to savs every point possible. 
Tho romonitizaticn, of silver was a very 
popular measure and among tho people. 
They like to hear ot tho mints turning 
out at least two millions of shining silver 
dollars everv month, but they are unwil- 
ling to load themselves drown with them 
when 
greenbacks 
are - wortti 
just 


as much and are vastly more convenient. 
But to fool with tho silver dollar ques- 
tion, especially on the ere ot a presiden- 
tial election, is a risk that neither party 
is willing to assume. 
The democrats 


confess the silver coinage is a humbug, 
aud should bo repealed; and the republi- 
cans fully appreciate the gravity of tho 
situation, but dare not lead in a [move- 
ment which will compel the silver dol- 
lars to go. Hero tho government is pay- 
ing out every month two million ot good 
money for two million of bad money, or 
money that the people-will not take and 
which the government can not compel 
tbom to take. 
The [question is simply 


this, whether it is wiser to keep on 
coming tho two-millions a month and 
piling tho dollars in tho .vaults where 
they will not see daylight from one year's 
end to another; or to stop the .coinage 
and give the people tho kind of money 
that they can carry and use, and which 
will not be a dead weight in the govern- 
ment vaults.

Fiva ol the metropolitan water cora- 


>anies draw their supplios from tlio 
Tliauios above Teddington lock. Tho 
\vorago dailv flow of'-tho river at the 
ntakes is 500,000,000 gallons. 
The 


companies abstract 68,000,000 per day 
—that is, a little more than one-eighth 
of tho total flow. They possess power 
to abstract 110.000,000 gallons per day. 
On the drainage area of tho Thames 
there dwell 900,000 people (including 
200,000 in towns of upward of 2,000 
nhftbitants), and upon it there Hvo 
00,000 horses, 1(JO,000 cattle, 900,000 
sheep and 120,000 piga. Their sewer- 
age and refuse pass into the Thames 
either directly or indirectly. Tho the- 
ory that polluted river water purifies 
itself in its flow has been proven to bo 
false. 
After filtration thia water is 


sent to London. It in .'unsiderod very 
satisfactory when filtrulion removes 28 
per cent, of the organic impurities, 
leaving 72 per cent, to be supplied in 
solution to tho consumer. The com- 
panies derive a gross annual income of 
£750,000 for this supply.

fairly constant, but tho amounts of its 
pollution and of tho quantities ab- 
stracted daily are necessarily iucreas;
